That our Board wishes to record for posterity, highlights 
in the career of this distinguished and well-beloved edu- 
cator. 


That he came to Bloomfield in 1911 to serve as a teacher 
in the High School after having taught in his home State 
of Pennsylvania at the Edinboro State Normal School, 
later becoming the head of the Mathematics Depart- 
ment of the McKeesport High School. 


That in due course his outstanding faculties for admin- 
istration influenced the then acting Board of Education 
to elevate him to the principalship of the Bloomfield 
High School where he served most acceptably. 


That his unusual ability as an educator and administra- 
tor prompted his appointment to the Secretaryship of 
the Board of Education, in which capacity he served for 
eighteen years. 


That in October, 1928, he was appointed Superintendent 
of the Bloomfield School System and has served most 
acceptably in this capacity to date. During all of these 
years he has been the guiding influence in the building 
and carrying forward of our great school system. 


That being а man of God, he has beén a material factor 
in the moulding of high principles and strong charac- 
ers, not only among the pupils who have been fortunate 
to secure their education during his principalship and

superintendency, but he has also been responsible іп de- 
veloping the best in teachers and staffs who have been 
privileged to serve with him from time to time. 


That his great abilities during this period of service have 
not been limited to the school system. He has served 
our city in many positions of honor and responsibility 
and we humbly extend to him our sincere and heartfelt 
thanks and appreciation. To know him and to realize 
his great service is to love and respect him.

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 


Office of Superintendent of Schools 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


June 30, 1942. 


То the Board of Education, 
Bloomfield, N. J. 


I am presenting herewith my fourteenth and final an- 
nual report covering the public schools of Bloomfield, New 
Jersey, for the school year 1941-1942. 


It is quite in order to say that this has been a trying 
year, beset by heavy demands of all kinds. Teachers became 
active in the National Defense work at the first call, and have 
maintained their interest throughout the entire year, oftimes 
devoting long and tiresome hours to this work without 
thought of extra compensation. School buildings and per- 
sonnel were used in conducting the National Registration, 
as well as the sugar and gasoline rationing. 


Due to personal illness Mr. Joseph E. Poole, Senior High 
School Principal, was granted a leave of absence until his 
death in February, without having entered upon his duties 
during the year. Mr. Harry M. Rice, serving as vice-princi- 
pal'with Mr. Poole, was elected as principal and began his 
duties March 1, 1942. Mr. James K. Walklet, Principal of the 
Brookside Elementary School was promoted to the position 
of vice-principal in the Senior High School. 


The Brookside and Franklin Elementary Schools were 
placed under one principal as of April 1, 1942, and Mr. Mer- 
rill Bigelow, who has been principal of the Carteret Elemen- 
tary School was placed in charge of these two schools, and 
Mr. Amos G. Pennell, Principal of the Franklin Elementary 
School was transferred to the Carteret School. 


The Senior High School faculty sustained a loss in the 
death of Mr. Harry T. Thorpe, which occurred during the 
1941 summer vacation. 


During the school year a number of our men teachers 
answered the call of our country by enlisting their services 
in war work. Mr. Neal Takala, a teacher in the Junior High 
School who enlisted in the Army Air Corps before the close 
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of school a year ago has been reported killed in action in 
Australia. 


Mr. Henry T. Hollingsworth, Principal of the Junior 
High School and Assistant Superintendent of Schools has 
been chosen as the new Superintendent of Schools and will 
begin his duties as of July 1, 1942. 


The close of the school year brings with it my retire- 
ment along with five teachers, namely: E. Ruth Palmer, Sup- 
ervisor of the Art Department; Anna P. Thomas, art teacher 
in the Senior High School; Maude L. Tuller, instructor in our 
Opportunity School; Mabel G. Padgham, teacher of sewing 
in the elementary grades and Beatrice M. Wood, a teacher 
in the Fairview School. All of these teachers served the 
youth of our town long and faithfully, and legion are those 
to whom they so earnestly ministered. 


I wish to express to the Board of Education my sincere 
appreciation for every consideration shown me during my 
service in the Bloomfield Public School system, and to the 
teachers and all other school employees who have been most 
loyal and helpful.

The 
protection and promotion of health and physical fitness of a 
nation is an obligation and a duty which the leaders in edu- 
cation can not shirk.

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RULES AND REGULATIONS

School doors open 15 minutes before the school sessions 
begin and close 15 minutes after school is dismissed in the 
afternoon. From December 1 to March 30, the buildings are 
open during the noon hours. 


No school work which comes under the head of “study 
in preparation for assigned lessons" shall be required to be 
done at home in Kindergarten or Grades One, Two, or Three. 


No school work which comes under the head of "study 
in preparation for CLASS assigned lessons" shall be required 
to be done at home in Grades Four, Five, or Six. 


Pupils will be admitted to all Kindergarten Classes at 
the opening of School in September of each school year who 
become five (5) years of age on or before December 31. 


АП field trips consisting of pupils, principals and teach- 
ers during regular school hours designed for educational 
purposes and approved by the Superintendent of Schools 
shall become a part of the regular school curriculum of the 
Public Schools of Bloomfield. 


Provided further:— 


That all such trips necessitating the use of buses shall be 
confined to buses which are properly covered by public lia- 
bility insurance and that a certification of such insurance be 
filed with the Board of Education. 


The Superintendent of Schools may order half-day ses- 
sions because of weather conditions. 


Excuses for absence or tardiness must be signed by the 
parent or guardian, and state that the absence or tardiness 
was with the knowledge and approval of the signer or the 
equivalent. All lessons may be counted zero until made up 
in a manner satisfactory to the teacher. No lesson may be 
made up until an excuse has been accepted. 
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No charitable appeals may be laid before any class. 


No person may visit any school or class to see any teach- 
er or pupils upon personal business of any kind during the 
school hours. 


The schools are always open to the inspection of the pub- 
lic, and parents and citizens are cordially invited to visit 
them at any time. 


Teachers are to be present at school in their classrooms 
15 minutes before school opens and 15 minutes after school 
closes. 
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RULES COVERING EMPLOYEES’ ABSENCES 


if Annual Allowance for Sick Leave 


1. An employee having less than 10 years continu- 
ous service shall be allowed sick leave with full 
pay for ten school days in any school year. 


2. An employee having more than ten years con- 
tinuous service shall be allowed sick leave with 
full pay for twenty school days in any schooi 
year. 

3. Sick leave for employees with more than twen- 
ty years continuous service shall be considered 
= the merits of the individual case by the 

oard. 


4. In case of sick leave claimed, the Board may re- 
quire a physician’s certificate to be filed with 
the Secretary of the Board of Education. 

5. Sick leave is hereby defined to mean the ab- 
sence from his or her post of duty, of the em- 
ployee because of personal disability due to ill- 
ness or injury, or because he or she has been 
excluded from school by the school district’s 
medical authorities on account of a contagious 
disease or of being quarantined for such a 
disease in his or her immediate household. 


II. Cumulative Allowance for Sick Leave 


1. If any employee requires in any school year 
less than the above specified number of days of 
sick leave with full pay allowed, a maximum of 
five days of such leave not utilized that year 
shall be accumulative to be used for additional 
sick leave as needed in the subsequent years 
not to exceed however 60 days. 

2. Іп case of serious illness or death in immediate 
family, which necessitates an employee’s ab- 
sence, he or she may use for this purpose, in any 
one school year, not more than five days of his 
or her accumulated leave. 

Definition—Immediate family shall include: 
husband, wife, father, mother, child, 
sister, brother, grandfather, grand- 
mother or anyone making his or her 
home with the family or anyone who 
actually stands in the position of a 
member of the immediate family to the 
employee. 
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3. Application for such leave shall be made in 
writing to the Superintendent of Schools or the 
Secretary of the Board of Education. 


4. In case of the death of a relative of a second de- 
gree: uncle, aunt, niece, nephew, cousin or re- 
lative by marriage, one day of an employee's 
cumulative leave may be used. 


ПІ. Any employee who shall be absent because of his or 
her marriage shall receive his or her salary less the 
pay of a substitute. This absence shall not exceed five 
days. 


IV. Substitute's pay shall be deducted for absence on a re- 
ligious holiday if the schools have not been closed on 
that day. 


V. Any cases not covered by the above shall be considered 
by the Board on the respective merits of each case. 


VI. АП employees shall be entitled to accumulated days 
standing to their credit on June 30, 1942. 


These rules to be effective as of July 1, 1942. 


Full pay will be deducted for absence occurring on the 
day before or the day following any vacation period, excépt 
as provided for above. 


All claims regarding absences must be presented in 
writing to the Secretary of the Board of Education within 
one week from date of the teacher's return to school. 


The compensation of substitutes is $4.00 per school day 
in Grades One to Eight, and Kindergarten for less than 19 
continuous days in the same class in any one school year; 
and $5.50 per school day for 19 or more continuous days in 
the same class in any one school year. 


The compensation of substitutes is $5.00 per school day 
in Grades Nine to Twelve, (High School), for less than 19 
continuous days in the same class in any one school year; and 
$6.50 per school day for 19 or more continuous days in the 
same class in any one school year. 


Principals will report in writing, monthly or oftener, 
failures of specialists and class teachers to be present upon 
the time set in schedules and rules. 


The duties of teachers include required attendance at 
school, grade, special and general meetings, not exceeding 
five in any one month. The duties of principals and special- 
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ists include required attendance at all meetings designated 
by the school authorities. Teachers and principals should 
visit the pupils’ homes in the performance of their educa- 
tional obligations to circumvent truancy, to quarantine cases 
of suspected diseases, and to consult parents in their chil- 
dren’s interests. 


Tuition for non-residents shall be as follows: 
Junior and Senior High Schools, $125 per year. 
Elementary Schools, $100 per year. 

Special School, $150 per year. 
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JANITORS 


To be in building at 7 A. M., or as much earlier as may be 
necessary to have the buildings ready for school, and to 
remain as long as there are teachers or pupils in the build- 
ing, except that a janitor shall not be requested to remain 
later than six o’clock, and shall not leave the building be- 
fore five-thirty o’clock except by arrangement with the 
principal. The lunch period of the janitor will be ar- 
ranged with the principal. 


To take charge of the building during noon hour except 
when otherwise arranged with the principal. 


To leave the building during school hours only with consent 
of the principal. 


To sweep every room and hall every afternoon. 
To empty all waste baskets every day. 


To dust every room every morning before 8:30. 

To clean thoroughly every blackboard once a week. 

To clean every window inside three times each year. 

To rake the yards and keep them clean. 

To keep the lawns mowed. 

To clear the sidewalks immediately after snowfall. 

To fill all inkwells once a week and to clean them every 
fourth Saturday. 

To visit his building in the care of the heating as late at night 
and as early in the morning as is found necessary to get 
the rooms heated properly before the opening of school. 

To report pupils to principals for discipline when necessary. 

To allow no pupils in or about the buildings until 15 minutes 
before the opening of school and after school has been 
closed for a half hour, unless accompanied by teachers, 
except in cases of extreme cold or storm and except when 
games are being conducted on the basketball courts. 

To allow no loitering of pupils or others in groups about the 
grounds at any time, but to allow playing as instructed by 
the principal. 

In bad weather the janitors may open the doors twenty min- 
utes earlier than the usual time. 

To make repairs at the request of principals. 

To report all needed supplies to the principal in good season. 

In addition to observing the above duties a janitor is at all 
times to consider himself under the general direction of 
the Principal of the building and the Superintendent of 
Schools.
